Tho petition, to which as yet < no 


answer has been made by the sugar 
company, alleges that the trust has 
employed the usual means of all such 
largo industrial combinations in 
sti- 


fling 
competition, by 
purchasing 
a 


controlling interest In competing con- 
cerns 
where 
that 
method 
proves 


necessary and by crushing out other 
concerns by underselling ir. their ter- 
ritory. 
To accomplish the latter, re- 


sult the petition refers 
to the 
sys- 


tematic 
rebating 
arrangement 
the 


trust for years maintained with the 
railroads. 
One of the most sensational allega- 


tions is that the late Henry O. Have- 
meyer, for many years head of the 
sugar combine, received $10,000,000 in 
common stock ot the National Sugar 
Heflnlng company of New Jersey as a 
gift at tho time that corporation was 
formed to take Into tho combine four 
Independent companies—the National 
Sugar 
Running company, run by B. 


H. Howells, Son nnd Company: 
the 


Ne/w York Sugar Refining company of 
Long [aland City, operated by Claus 
liosher; tho Mollen Havre Sugar Re- 
fining company of Brooklyn, and tho

Post delivered to Havomcyer the en- 
tire issue of 100,000 shares with a par 
vuluo of $10,000,000.

Havemeyer executors, 


who nro named among the defendants, 
be enjoined from voting this stock. It 
la the government's contention that 
thoso shares were issued contrary to 
taw and In violation of the company's 
charter. 
In general the petition sets up that 


the defendants "for some time past 
have been and are now engaged in an 
unlawful combination and conspiracy 
to restrain the trade and commerce 
between the several states and with 
foreign countries In raw sugar, sugar 
beet«, rcllnod sugar, molasses, sirups 
and other by-products of raw sugar 
and sugar beets, and to 
monopolize 


the same. 
Such 
unlawful 
combina- 


tion and conspiracy is the result of a 
series of 
wrongful 
acts extending 


over a period o( many years. In par- 
ticipating In these acts all of the de- 
fendants 
have 
been 
actuated 
by 


wrongful Intent to restrain Interstate 
and foreign trade In raw and 
refined 


sugar nnd related articles and to mo- 
nopolize parts thereof." 


The petition then prays for a per- 


petual injunction against tho parties 
and corporations named from continu- 
ing tho 
evils practised. It further- 


more asserts in effect that within the 
American 
Sugar 
Refining company 


there are two other trusts—the 
Na- 


tional Sugar Refining company ot New 
Jersey and the Western Sugar Refla- 
ing company of California—and thai 
ouch of these bo enjoined from 
en 


gaging In Interstate and foreign com- 
merce.

has obtained unfair advantages over 
competitors 
through

frauds by receiving rebates from rail- 
roads aiid keeping up tho prices of 
sugar.

"I confidently hope tho questions 


connected with the 
North 
Atlantic 


fisheries between Canada and New- 
foundland on the one hand and with 
the United States of America on the 
other, which have been the subject of : 
controversy for nearly a century, have ; 
been at last finally settled by tho 
award at Tho Hague tribunal. 


"It is the cause of special satisfac- 


tion that it has been found possible 
to solve by arbitration problems of 
such an intricate and difficult nature, , 
and the award has been received by j 
both sides in a spirit which must tend 
to increase good will."

supposed to know anything about. 


Economy is to be the watchword of 


the forthcoming message.

000,000 last year they did good work; 
but that better still must be done 
thU year. The plan Is to cut down 
expenses so that they will measure 
up accurately with tho actual neces- 
sities of tile government service. In

Brazilian Congris* Grants Amntity

Rio Janeiro.—The mutiny among 


tbe sailors of the Brazilian navy wa* 
ended Friday. 


Congress, meeting In extraordinary 


session, voted to concede every de- 
mand of the nltlmatum presented by 
the sailors, Including general amnes- 
ty for the men who, after murdering 
as many of their superior officers as 
was necessary to place them In com- 
plete control, trained the guns of tbe 
warships on the capital.

Tho Immediate effect Is to give the 
snllors Increased pay, shorter hours 
of service and less work, through the 
recruiting of additions to the crews, 
and to abolish corporal punishment 
In tho fleet.

This Hpot marks the culmination of 


thia eventful summer of sight seeing 
and ntudy. This has been a school 
without book*. 
The great book of 


nature in mountain, river and lake 
Mccnery has been open to us. The re- 
mains of the works of historic peoples 
long since gone from 
the stage of 


action have told us their varied story. 
Art in painting, sculpture and archi- 
tecture 
of 
ancient, 
medieval and 


modern times has been spread out 
bcforeourclelightcd eyes. In imagina- 
tion, we have seen Apollo and the 
Mii.tes on Mount Parnassus. 
\V"e have 


listened for the voiceof the God-Chief 
/{cus at Olyrnpiu and have consulted 
the famous oracle at pel phi. 
With 


Agamemnon and Achilles we have 
gone out to release the fair Helen from 
her captivity 
in Troy 
and have 


wandered \yUh Ullysses for many long 
years on hi» return from that war. 


Noiv we are in Athens! Our watches 


are nearly eight 
hours 
faster than 


Wisconsin' time. It is ten o'clock ;it 
nipht here arid I am wleepy, while my 
friends five thousand miles away are 
very much awake as it is only 2:30 
o'clock in the afternoon there. I shall 
be at beeakfast tomorrow just as they 
are retiring for the night. 


I am tired and must retire at once, 


as we have come from Nauplia, clown 
in the Peloponnesus since morning, 
stopping long, enough to visit the old 
city of Mycenae on our way. 
U'eary 


as we all are, we can hardly wait for 
early dawn 
that we 
may see the 


Acropolis 
whose 
dark 
outline we 


picked out as we drove from the depot 
The man across the hall insists that 
this is all a dream. He says that we 
shall wake up arid find ourselves at 
home, but 5ttr trip has given us no- 
thing but real pleasures so far, and I 
am sure .that although the tiighl may 
give us visions of the Phideas of old of 
Socrates, 
Plato 
and 
Aristotle; of 


Pericles and Thcmistocles; of St. Paul 
standing on the Hill of Mars, .of 
Demosthenes,—but the list is too long, 


AUG. 
20,—Today 
we 
visited the 


Acropolis, the Mecca of the student of 
art architecture. 
K/riough is still there 


of the Parthenon to give one very 
clear visions of this wonderful struc- 
ture as it was when the 
work of 


Phideas was completed. 


It was after the successful termina- 


tion of the Persian Wars that Pericles 
stood before the people of Athens over 
on the hill Pnix and told them of his 
dreams for the building and rebuilding 
of 
the temples on 
the Acropolis. 


"Athena has been good to us," he 
said, "now let us build to,her, as never 
man built before." 
And he did. The 


mountain Pentclicus right near Athens 
is ribbed with marble in almost inex- 
haustible quantities. 
This 
marble, 


when polished i.s of dazxlitig white- 
news, 
With this rock lie built the 


most 
beautiful 
building the world 


ever saw. 
Although built during the 


forty years ending J.5. C. 438 nearly 
2-100 years ago, this building would 
today be in almost perfect preserva- 
tion had not ihc Athenians used it for 
a powder magazine in their defense of 
the city against the Venetians, 
A 


shell from the bombarding (Icct down 
at Piraeus wa.s dropped into the build- 
ing. 
A terrific explosion followed, 


and when the smoke cleared away the 
people in the besieged city saw the 
(inest structure the world ever saw a 
heap of ruins, 


From the Acropolis, we could see all 


Athens and the country around it. We 
could see where the long walls used to 
extend down to the sea, only six miles 
distant, to the old harbor at Piraeus. 
We could sec the Bay of Salamis, the 
mountains of Hymetos the mountains 
of marble, Pentclicus and, although 
hidden from view by mountains, we 
could look out a long way toward the 
iield of Marathon only twenty-six 
miles distant where the forces of the 
Persians were met and routed by the 
Greeks so long ago. 


It was a long climb up the stone 


steps to the top of the sacred moun- 
tain, but we shall climb it many times 
before we leave Athens, On our right 
as we entered the sacred precinct 
through the marble gateway stood the 
little templcof Victory. The Propyleu, 
the Ercchtheion and" the Parthenon 
are all ruins of sacred buildings on 
the Acropolis, 


AUG. 21.—We have visited the old 


prison of Socrates. 
We have stood on 


Mars' Hill. 
We have climbed the 


Pnix, the forum of the ancient Greeks, 


We are fortunate in visiting Greece 


at the time of their national election, 
Last night a crowd of fully five thou- 
sand Greeks were in the street in front 
of our hotel listening to speeches de- 
livered from a balcony just below the 
floor on which my room is located. 
The speakers raised and lowered their 
voices, pounded the air arid "made 
faces" much as our speakers do, and 
the people in the streets below ap- 
plauded at intervals by yelling "bravo! 
bravol" Rockets and Roman candles 
were fired indiscriminately. They arc 
trying to elect some Cretans to their na- 
tional legislature, and Turkey objects. 
It may lead to trouble. • 


AUG. 22 —We have visited the great 


marble stadium where the modern 
Olympic contests arc held. 
It Is a 


magnificent enclosure, with seating 
capacity for many more than you 
would dare guess, so make your es- 
timate very high. 
We sat on those 


marble scats and watched a gorgeous 
sunset behind the Parthenon, 
The 


entire circle of the horizon was lit up 
with the crimson glow long after the 
sun had gone down, 
These peninsular 


Mediterranean countries are gloriously 
beautiful In sky coloring from deepest 
blue to brightest fiery red. 


AUG. 
23.—-Tomorrow, we 
break 


camp for the last time. 
Ours is to be 


a water voyage the entire distance 
home. 
Word has been passed along 


the line that our baggage must be 
ready to "march 
at a 
moment's 


notice." Athens too is soon to be for 
us, only a memory, but it will be a 
rich one. Our time here has, been well 
spent. 


Today the museums have been open 


to us and their rich treasures told us 
of the splendid days of Greek art in 
sculpture. No people ever rivaled the 
Greeks iu the use of the chisel, 


Tonight is an exciting one in Athens 


and in all Greece. .The Cretans are 
elected, headed by Vcnetclos who will 
probably be Prime Minister of Greece, 
Turkey is ready for 
war> out the 


powers of IJiiropc will not allow these 
two hereditary enemies to "come to 
blows." King George feels that the 
election has gone against him, I am 
much Interested, and am wondering 
how it will all come out. 
* Tomorrow I shall be up as early as 
daybreak. I want to see another and 
what will be my last Greek sunrise. 
I want to see Athens again in the 
beautiful dissolving views of coming 
daylight, I want to see the beautiful 
blue of these skies give place to a 
mellow glow changing rapidly through 
all the shades of yellow, orange and 
scarlet to the full glory of the glare of 
this brilliant sun in a cloudless sky.

with 
the 
memory 
of 
the 


Acropolis by the light of the .full 
moon as we sat recently in the midst 
of the ruins of the Parthenon, will 
give me fadeless pictures of one con- 
dition that caused artists to spring up.

whose works of art are now and will be 
In the generations to come the wonder 
and admiration of those who are for- 
tunate enough to study them.

With tho completion of our work at 


Athens comes the breaking- up of the 
party and the be^iiiiiiiig- of the long 
journey home. Scare storie.s are out 
about cholera in Italy and in conse- 
quence our plans are changed. 


We are to embark on board boar at 


Piraeus only six miles from 
Athens, 


ar.d change to our ocean liner at Pa- 
tras. 


Through the bay of SaJair.is, .we 


are reminded of the great naval vic- 
tory of the Greeks over tho forces of 
the Persian king Xerxes. 
From the 


deck of the Etia we can sec the spot 
where the Persian king had his throne 
erected that he might see the battle. 


We reach Patras in the evening, 


and after an excellent evening meal 
on shore, we go on board the boat that 
is to take us home, 
livery heart leaps 


for joy at the thought, This has been 
a summer long to be remembered, but 
now that 
we 
arc really homeward 


bound we can scarcely contain our- 
selves. 
The trip through Greece has 


been a strenuous one, and we shall try 
to real, and recuperate before taking 
up active life on ship board. 


AUG. 25. Rest! No, 
the 
Ionian 


Gulf has something to say about that! 
Dnring the most of the day, we have 
been at the mercy of one of those terri- 
fic Mediterranean winds of which you 
have read. The passengers and some 
of the crew arc pictures of dejected 
miser}1. We are tossed like cork on 
the. "angry billow", and it being our 
second day afloat, we have not yet got 
the motion of the boat. 
Our boat, too, 


is very small, being only one-tenth 
the si>,e of Uie largest boats afloat, 


AUG. 26. The vessel 
is gliding 


quietly along up through the Strait of 
Messina. 
It is four o'clock in 
the 


morning and I am out on deck as we 
pass Messina, the city so nearly des- 
troyed by the earthquake that visited 
this region not long ago.

boli will soon be in view. 


it is beautiful out here. 
Who would 


have thought that the blow of yester- 
day could have given place to such 
delightful weather as we are now ex- 
periencing. 


At Palermo Sicely, we stop 
and 


some of our numbeY go ashore.

vessel near us is taking a cargo of 
oranges, lemons, artichokes, wine and 
macaroni billed for New York and Chi- 
cago. This is a city of (>00,OUU inhabi- 
tants.

anchor, and steam out of the harbor 
and head for African soil.

Antiquity of the Water Pump. 


The water pump of today is but an 


improvement on a Grecian invention 
which first came into use during the 
reign of Ptolemies Phlladelphos and 
Enorgetcs, 283 to 221 B. 0. The name, 
which is very similar in all languages, 
is derived from the Greek word pem- 
po, to send or throw. 
The most an- 


cient description we have of a water 
pump is by Hero of Alexandria. There 
Is no authentic account of the general 
use of the pump iu Germany previous 
to the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. At about that time the endless 
chain and bucket works for raising 
water from mines began to be replaced 
by pumps. In the seventeenth century 
rotating pumps, like the Pappeuhara 
engine, with two pistons, and the 
Prince Rupert, with one, were first 
used. 
Pumps with plunger pistons 


were invented by Morland, an Eng- 
lishman, in 1074 and the double acting 
pump by De la Hire, the French acade- 
mician.

of cut noils, and the wire nail was in 
such demand that the manufacturers 
were swamped. From that time dates 
the supremacy of the wire nail.—Chi- 
cago Post.

Wonderful Results of Proper Handling 


of Aged Apple Trees In Mas- 


sachusetts, 


Boston.—J. Stearns Wyman has bad 


an experience In orcharding which 
will interest growers of fruitb.

Wyman's homo is in Winchester, and 
apple trees, some of them 
half, a 


hundred yoar# old, havo bloomed and 
fruited on his grounds without atten- 
tion until last year, when ho got 
busy, with a view in mind of trying 
to make tho old trees grow bigger 
nnd better fruit. 


Largo apples wore produced by n 


tree which the owner believed to bo 
the most wretched-looking 
one in 


•Winchester. 
It was a down-and-out 


growth, very old, hopelessly decrepit, 
and all in as a producer when Mr. 
Wyman began revival ' work on It. 
Ho cleaned out the 
hollow trunk, 


filled the void with cement, removed 
all loose bark on trunk and limbs, 
cut away dead branches and covered 
tho cut places with a preparation, to 
keep out the weather. 


Ho did ,some very closo pruning,

picked out as we drove from the depot 
The man across the hall insists that 
this is all a dream. 
He says that we 


shall wake up and find ourselves at 
home, but Sur trip has given us no- 
thing but real pleasures so far, arid I 
am sure that although the night may

Pericles and Tiicmistocles; of St. Paul 
standing on the 
Hill of Mars, 
of 


Demosthenes,—but the list is too long. 


AUCr. 20.—Today 
we 
visited the 


Acropolis, the Mecca of the student of 
art architecture. Knough is still there 
of the Parthenon to gi<,-e one very 
clear visions of this wonderful struc- 
ture as it was when the 
work of 


Phideas was completed. 


It was after the successful termina- 


tion of the Persian Wars that Pericles 
stood before the people of Athens over 
on the hill Priix and told them of his 
dreams for the building arid rebuilding 
of 
the 
temples 
on 
the Acropolis. 


"Athena has been good to us," 
he 


said, "now let us build to her, as never 
man built before." 
And he did. 
The 


mountain Pen telicus right near Athens 
is ribbed with marble in almost inex- 
haustible quantities. 
This 
marble, 


when polished is of dazzling white- 
ness. 
With this rock lie built the 


most 
beautiful 
building the world 


ever saw. 
Although built during the 


forty years ending H. C. 433 nearly 
2-IOO years ago, this building would 
today be in almost perfect preserva- 
tion hail not the Athenians used it for 
a powder magazine in their defense of 
the city against the Venetians. 
A 


shell from the bombarding fleet down 
at Piraeus was dropped into the build- 
ing. 
A terrific explosion 
followed, 


ami when the smoke cleared away the 
people in the besieged city saw the 
finest structure the world ever saw a 
heap of ruins. 


I'Yom the Acropolis, we could see all 


Athens and the country around it. We 
could see where the long walls used to 
extend down to the sea, only six miles 
distant, to the old harbor at Piraeus. 
We could see the Bay of Salamis, the 
mountains of Hymetos the mountains 
of marble, Pentelicus and, although 
hidden from view by mountains, we 
could look out a long way toward the 
field of 
Marathon only 
twenty-six 


miles distant where the forces of the 
Persians were met and routed by the 
Greeks so long ago. 


It was a long climb up the stone 


steps to the top of the sacred moun- 
tain, but we shall climb it many times 
before we leave Athens. 
On our rig-ht 


as we entered the 
sacred precinct 


through the marble gateway stood the 
little templeof Victory. The Propylen, 
the Krechtheion and the Parthenon 
are all ruins of sacred buildings on 
the Acropolis.

chor in the harbor of Algiers,

We have already breakfasted and 


are all ready to go ashore. The little 
livery boats from the landing are in 
waiting-and we drop into one to find 
ourselves in a few minutes on African 
soil. 
Everything 
is so new 
and 


strang-e to us in the Aral) district, that 
we hardly know what to do. 
We walk 


up the narrow streets, one of which we 
find to be only forty inches wide! We 
meet the turbaned men and veiled wo- 
men everywhere. 
We go to 
their 


markets. 
We gx> to their shops 
and 


stores. 
We go to the mosque and put 


on sandals in order to be allowed to 
walk in on the sacred rugs. Then -we 
go down to the French quaTters and 
feel more at home, as we sit in a gar- 
den cafe and drink delicious lemonade. 
Here we sit and write to friecds. _ We 
are glad to be on shore ag-ain. It is .'t 
pleasant break in the monotony of 
the long- sea voyage, and we shall not 
stop again until we reach New York. 
How we wish that our friends who are 
anxiously waiting for news from us 
could see us now, comfortably seated 
011 shore, while our ship is loading 
with coal out in the 
harbor. Arab 


laborers are carrying coal 
into the 


ship's bunker's. How they- can live iu 
the clouds of coal dust is more thau we 
can even guess, and yet 
they 
are 


happy all the time, and 
are earning 


sixty cents a day which is three times 
the daily wages of most laborers here. 
Algiers is an important coaling sta- 
tion for Mediterranean ocean liners. 
The coal is brought here from Eng- 
land and Wales. 


At seven o'clock 
in 
the 
evening, 


after eleven hours in Africa, our boat 
is steaming out of the harbor, 
and 


we find ourselves headed for Gibral- 
ter, and after our evening meal, we 
all turn in early, being tired after our 
trip ashore. 
AUG. 29. 
It is interesting to note 


what small things will interest pass- 
engers shut iu for a long journey with 
nothing pressing to do. 


We are discussing every conceivable 


question, from the saltness of sea 
water to the immortality of the soul. 
The.exact day and hour of binding in 
New York comes in for endless discus- 
sion, and most of us have determined 
alresdy tne exact language we shall 
use to "the Custom house officials. 


News papers have been rare sights 


on our trips and we are woefully lack- 
ing in news from America. 
We know 


that pre-election excitement must be 
intense and we are all guessing about 
it.

"Athenu has been good to n.s," he 
said, "now let us build to her, as never 
man built before." 
And he did. The 


mountain Pentelicus right near Athens 
is ribbed with marble in almost incx 
haustible <|iiantities.

ness. 
With this rock lie built the 


nnml 
beautiful 
building the1 world 


ever saw, 
Although built during tile 


forly years ending i!. C, 4.W nearly 
2'KK) years ago, this building would 
today be in almost perfect preserva- 
tion had not Ihe Athenians used it for 
a powder magazine in their defense of 
the city against the Venetians. 
A 


.shell from the bombarding licet down 
at Piraeus was dropped into the build 
ing. 
A temlie explosion 
followed, 


and when the smoke cleared away I 
people in the besieged city saw the 
linest structure the world ever .saw a 
heap of ruins. 


Krom the Acropolis, we could .see all 


Athens and the country around it. We 
could see where the lung walls used to 
extend down to the sea, only six miles 
distant, to the old harbor at Piraeus. 
We could see the Bay of Halami.s, the 
mountains of Ilymetos the mountains 
of marble, Pentclkus and, although 
hidden from view by mountains, we 
could look (Hit a long way toward the 
licld of 
Marathon only twenty-six 


miles distant whure the forces of the 
Persians were met and routed by the 
Greeks .so long ago, 


It was a long climb up the stone 


steps to the top of the sacred moun- 
tain, but we shall climb U many times 
before we leave Athens, On our right 
a.s we entered the sacred precinct 
through the marble gateway stood the 
little templeof Victory. The I'rouylcn, 
the Krcchthelon and" the Parthenon 
are all ruins of sacred buildings on 
the Acropolis,

Antiquity of the Water Pump. 


The water pump of today is but an 


improvement on a Grecian invention 
which first came into use during tbe 
reign of Ptolemies Philadelpuos and 
Energetes, 283 to 221 B. C. Tbe name, 
which Is very similar in all languages, 
is derived from the Greek word pem- 
po, to send or throw. The most an- 
cient description we have of a water 
pump is by Hero of Alexandria. There 
!s no authentic account of the general 
use of the pump la Germany previous 
to the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. At about that time tbe endless 
chain and bucket works for raising 
water from mines began to be replaced 
by pumps. In the seventeenth century 
rotating pumps, like the Pappenham 
engine, with two pistons, and the 
Prince Rupert, with one, were first 
used 
Pumps with plunger pistons 


were invented by Morland. an Eng- 
lishman in 1674 and the double acting 
pump by De la Hb-e, the French acade- 
mician.

The first machine for their manufac- 
ture was brought over from Dussel- 
dorf and set up in Covingtou, Ky. 
Later this single machine was multi- 
plied by four and a company was or- 
ganized. 
In 1SS4 tbe manufacture of 


wire nails was begun in Beaver Falls, 
Pa., and tbe product was already be- 
ginniog to grow in popularity and use- 
fulness. 
Just a year later a strike 


temporarily shut off the manufacture 
of cut nails, and the wire nail was iu 
such demand that the manufacturers 
were swamped. From that time dates 
the supremacy of the wire nail.—Chi- 
cago Post. 


The First Fireless Cooker.

Plains, N. E.. wbile the American 
forces were drifting toward Nortb Cas- 
tle, tue lone occupant of a house, one 
of the Pierce families, on the Bedford 
road at Pleasantville, N. Y., looking 
out of tbe window, descried a posse 
of Hessian soldiery coming up the 
pike.

Improvement ou a Grecian Invention 
which first came Into use during the 
reign of Ptolemies Phllnilclplios and 
Encrgotcs, 283 to £21 D. C. The name, 
which Is very similar In nil languages, 
Is derived from the Greek word petn- 
po, to semi or throw. '1'ho most mi- 
cleat description we have of n water 
pump Is by Hero of Alexandria. There 
Is no authentic account of the general 
use of the pump Iu Gcrmnny previous 
to the beginning of the sl.\tecntu cen- 
tury. At about that time the endless 
chain a IK) bucket works for raising 
water from mines began to bo replaced 
by pumps. In tbo seventeenth century 
rotating pumps, like the Pappcuham 
engine, with two pistons, and the 
Prince nupert, with one, were first 
used. 
Pumps with plunger pistons 


were Invented by Morluud, an Eng- 
lishman, in 1074 nnd the double acting 
pump by DC In IIIre, the French acade- 
mician.

every large city where working people 
live there nre always many small chil- 
dren who are allowed to . run the 
Btroets without proper oversight- In 
tho largest cities, like London, Paris 
and Now York, they are numbered by

Switzerland has solved the problem, 
partly at least.

Thank you for the suggestion." 


The next day "Baked 
Apple 
and 


Cream" was written In red ink on the 
bill of fare. There was a rush for the 
apples that startled 
the 
restaurant 


managers, and several barrels are now 
served there every week. That sug- 
gested the Apple Consumers' league, 
and we began at once to spread the 
work. We went about calling for ap.- 
ple, and when the restaurants and ho- 
tels failed to offer the fruit we made 
It our business to make life a burden 
to the managers. The apple army grew 
like magic and ere long thousands of 
travelers took up the retrain. Up to 
that time the dish of fruit on hotel 
tables contained bananas and oranges. 
We filled up these dishes with apples, 
and made baked apple a fair partner 
•with sliced oranges. There can be no 
doubt that this 
simple 
organization 


has Increased the consumption of ap- 
ples by 20 per cent. 


Some amusing things have grown 


out of It. The Pennsylvania Horticul- 
tural society met at Gettysburg one 
year. This Is the heart o£ the famous 
York Imperial section, yet there was 
not even the smell of an apple about 
the hotel. Some BO or more guests be- 
gan to" call for apples, and kept It up 
at supper until the proprietor sent out 
and bought some Ben Davis, which he 
served raw. 
For breakfast the baked 


fruit came on piping hot. 


When the New York fruit growers 


met at Penn Yan there was served at 
dinner an apple pie "like mother used 
to make." The writer found that the

in orcharding which

Wyman's home Is in Winchester, and 
apple trees, some of them halt a 
hundred years old, have bloomed and 
fruited on his grounds without atten- 
tion until last year, when he got 
busy, with a view in mind of trying 
to make the old trees grow bigger 
and better fruit. 


Large apples were produced by a 


tree which the owner believed to bo 
the most wretched-looking 
one 
in 


Winchester. 
It was a down-and-out 


growth, very old, hopelessly decrepit, 
and all in as a producer when Mr. 
Wyman began 
revival work on it. 


He cleaned 
out the hollow trunk, 


filled the void with cement, removed 
all loose bark on trunk and limbs, 
cut away dead branches and covered 
the cut places with a preparation to 
keep out the weather. 


He did .some very close pruning, 


but that was what 
the 
old tree 


needed, and very early last spring It 
bloomed In a glory of gladness that 
surprised some of the neighbors who 
were quite sure that Mr. WjTnan had 
been too severe in his revival work.

STATE TO INSURE ALL MEN 


England's 
Contributory 
Scheme 
to 


Counteract Lack of Employment 


—Outline of Plan. 


London—As the British government 


has already announced that it lias 
in hand a national scheme of insur- 
ance against unemployment It may 
he taken for granted that Sir Hiibert 
Llewellyn Smith, who is chief of the 
permanent staff of the board ot trade, 
indicated serai-ofncially the lines on 
which that scheme is based in the 
address which he delivered recently 
as president of the economic science 
section of the 
British 
association. 


"First," he said, ."the scheme must be 
compulsory, otherwise the bad per- 
sonal risks against which 'we must 
always be on our guard would be cer- 
tain to 'predominate;, second, the 
scheme must be contributory, for only 
by exacting rigorously as a necessary 
qualification for benefit that a sutu- 
clent number of weeks' contribution 
shall have been paid by each recip- 
ient can we. possibly hope to put lim- 
its on the exceptionally bad risks. 


"Our analysis leads us step by step 


to the contemplation of a. national 
contributory 
scheme 
of .insurance, 


within the limits ot a large.group of 
trades—a group so far as possible 
self-contained and carefully selected 
as favorable for the experiment, the 
funds being derived from compulsory 
contributions from all those engaged 
in these trades, with a subsidy, and 
guarantee trom the state. The rules 
relating to benefit should be so de- 
vised as to discriminate effectively, 
against 
unemployment 
which 
is 


mainly due to personal causes, while 
giving 
a 
substantial allowance to 


those whose unemployment results 
from 
industrial causes 'beyond 
the 


control of the individual." 


Such a scheme Sir Hubert regards 


as actuarily

Pittsburg.—Boys dreaming of gates 


they will seize as Halloween trophies 
would not in the wildest" nightmare 
imagine such enormous gates as are 
being made in'Pittsburg for the Pan- 
ama Canal. They will be the largest 
gates in the world. 
. Any one of the 
92 of- them—for 


•there are to be 46 pairs in all—will 
be about as high as a six-story build- 
ing, 
as wide (65 feet) as many city 


buildings, and'7 feet thick. 


The structural steel that will go to 


make them will weigh 60,000 tons, or 
over eight times as much as was used 
to build the Eiffel Tower in Paris. 


The mighty portals, designed to ad- 


mit a world's commerce 
from 
one 


ocean to another, must withstand a 
tide of criticism as well as a tremen- 
dous pressure of water and possible 
convulsions of "the earth. 
For 'years 


the • controversy, over 
gates 
or no 


gates, locks or sea le'vel, has been the 
dividing issue of the canal problem. 
In the, face of fear in some quarters 
that tie foundations on the Isthmus, 
are,not sure enough for locks, that- 
earthquakes or water pressure would 
dislodge them, and that an enemy's 
mines or.accidental explosions might 
easily destroy them, the government 
has begun to build, the gates. 


The cost of the gates will be. ?5,000,- 


000. 
Of the 60,000 tons of steel re- 


quired .the heaviest single pieces will 
weigh about IS tons. These will be 
the base girders, which are seven feet 
long-and which will be placed much 
like. the..first, floor girders, of a sky- 
scraper. The series of. girders above 
them, will range from 3.8 feet apart, 
near the bottom to 5 feet apart at the 
top, and over the. skeleton structure 
thus formed a . sheathing of water- 
tight armor plate will be bolted much 
.after the ..fashion of clapboards on a 
house. 
• 


The thickness of the plates will 


range from .an ,Inch at the base to 
seven-sixteenths of an inch at the top. 
The weight.of a single gate will be 
about GOO tons and the dimensions 
are 77 to 82 feet high, 60 to Go,feet, 
wide and 7 feet thick. 


The thousands of individual pieces, 


numbered and fitted to go together 
as easily as children's blocks, will be 
shipped by steamer via Baltimore and 
with them will go over 400 skilled 
structural steel builders to set them 
up. 
The advance guard of experts 


leaves here in December and the first 
work will probably begin 
early 
In 


1911. It will take three years to com- 
plete the job. 


The location of the 46 pairs of gates 


will be: 
Twenty at the Gatun dam on 


the Pacific side, 12 at Pedro Migiuel 
and 14 at Miraflores, near the Atlantic 
entrance. The gates are designed to 
hold back water 47.4 feet deep in a 
channel 110 feet wide, which means 
a pressure of a million pounds. 


Engineers assert that even if a tre- 


mendous 
explosion 
or 
earthquake 


should damage or destroy one or more 
sets of gates, no great disaster would 
ensue, for all locks are to be made In 
duplicate to accommodate traffic In 
both 
directions 
at . once, and 
the 


wreckage of one set of locks would 
only necessitate the diversion of com- 
merce into another set. But- really 
violent earthquakes have not occurred 
in the Panama region for more, than 
two centuries, and It would require a 
mighty siege for an enemy to destroy 
the locks. 


Each lock will be ample for a ship 


50 per cent, larger than any vessel, 
now afloat, and it has been estimated 
that as many as 100 ocean ships may 
be:handled in a single day.

permanent staff of tho bourd of trade, 
indicated neml-olllciully tbo linen on 
which that uchcmo is based In tho 
nduroBD which ho delivered recently 
as president of tho economic science 
section of tho nritlsh 
association. 


"First," ho anld, "tho scheme must bo 
compulsory, otherwise tho bad per- 
sonal risks against which 'we must 
always bo on our guard would be cer- 
tain to predominate; 
second, the 


scheme must bo contributory, for only 
by oxai'Ung rigorously as a necessary 
qualification for benefit that n BUffl- 
dent number of weeks' contribution 
shall have been paid by each recip- 
ient can we possibly hope to put lim- 
its on the exceptionally bad risks. 


"Our analysis leads us step by step 


to the contemplation of n national 
contributory 
scheme of Insurance, 


within the limits of a large group of 
trades—a group so far aa possible 
self-rontninod nnd carefully selected 
ns fnvornblo for the experiment, the 
funds being derived from compulsory 
contributions from all those engaged 
In these trades, with a subsidy and 
guarantee from the state.
